Wall Street Bettors Make 
Gov. Smith the'Favorite 


Governor Smith moved into the 
place’ of favorite in the ‘Wall: Street-f 
betting .odds’ on. the. ‘Democratic 
Presidential . nomination yesterday 
with 7 to 5. quoted against his 
chances, the shortest odds that 
have prevailed on any of the can- 
didates. President Wilson and Will- 
iam G@. McAdoo: remained in the 
same place that they held the pre- 
vious ‘day; odds of 9 to 5S b.ing 
quoted against their chances.

After a slight. decrease in April on 
account of the railroad atrike, the avery 
age — earn a factory work- 
ers New York e, again show = 
substantial increase ee May. Acco 
ing to the ane is, the average wee! iy 
earnings -for all industries in May for 
610,000 engployes, goveues by the monthly 

payroll reports of 1,648 manufacturers 
to to the — of Statistics of the State 
Industrial Commission. amount to $23.45. 

This shows a gain of 65 cents over the 
weekly average of the previous month 
and is the Highest average earriing*re- 
ported_so far.

WILicox has said, the quéstion is not 
of individual opinions, but of qualifi- 
cation for teaching.

CLOSING THE RAILWAY CASE. 

The foretast of the decision ‘of the 
Railway. Labor 
** outlaw” ‘strikers’ without offending

But 
thé time has come when even the 
Commission must see thet the rail- 
ways ought.to be paid what théir 
work is worth as well as that the men 
should receive a living wage. 

The time to do it is now, forthwith. 
Many, including the Commission, have 
thought that, as the Government guar- 
antee runs until September, the rate 
‘increase might wait until then.. The 
result of waiting is that the taxpayers 
will- have to shoulder the deficit until 
then, and it ig in every way better 
that the cost of railway service should 
be shifted to thése who profit by it. 
At least an anticipatory announce- 
ment might be made in the manner of 
the Railway Labor Boatd, That would 
serve to lessen the notice which 
should be given before the increase 
should take effect.. No undue haste 
is urged, but it is to be remembered 
that’ the Commission has had this 
question before it for years, and. that 
it. is as familiar to it as the inside of 
ita pockets. Also, the Commission has 
récently been enlarged, for the double 
purpose.of helping it to be up to date 
in its. work and of enlightening 
its. counsela ‘by the. addition of the 
first railway member, with a broad 
expérience in railway problems. The 
country. has made up, its.mind while 
the Commission has dallied, and the 
tolerance with which the country 
accepted the wage inerease is assur- 
ance to thé Commission that it faces 
iow an alteration in sentiment toward 
the railways. which should find’ reflec: 
tion in its -policy..- Commissioner 
WooLLer’s argument against the in- 
crease of rates appli¢s more strongly 
against the increase of costs by pro- 
longing the deficiencies of railway 
facilities. The credit stringency from 
decreasing the velocity of circulation 
of goods is an even more griévoyus blot 
on the business and banking situation 
than the railway deficit itself, for that 
is transferred to the Treasury and 
absorbed by the taxpayers.. The soar- 
ing cost of coal] from lack of coal cars, 
and: the check to production from lack 
of coal, are examples of. what should 
not be allowed to endure a day longer

MEXICO: CITY, July 2.—General Al- 
varado, Secretary of Finance, discuss- 
ing the situation in Mexico with THz 
New Yorse Timks correspondent this: af- 
ternoon, said. that: the problems of Mex- 
ico were banks, ‘oil and. cammunications. 

** Though a bankrupt nation, all for- 
eign. capitalists know that this -bank- 
ruptcy is not definite and Mexico ‘1s 
very rich ih natural resources,’’ he said. 
“ With only a little.order.and good ad- 
ministration. it is very easy to pay all 
debts. » This is our hope.’ To realize it 
the .Government of Mexico will. treat 
witha view .to settling the principal 
problems, such as oll, banks public debis 
and commiunications,. with the — most 
ample spirit, trying always.to convince 
capital that .we must co-operate, *not 


‘mutually destroy each other. 


** Regurditg our foreign relations it 
coes not tire us to repeat that we recog- 
nize the value of. the experience and 
capital of other naons. Both are things 
that we need and eagnestly desire. 

‘We. must arrange first -the banking 
question, for modern countries, cannot 
live without banas-and railways. We 
have invited the répresentatives of all 

e banks to form -a project with the 
object of taking accounc ot the ers’ 
Viewpoint when we make laws for credit 
instiiutions that will govern the activi- 
ties of tne banks. »-We also have asked 
bankers to form a project to arrange 
credit questions whicn are now pending 
wit the Government, as -we wish to 
reach a solution of all difficulties so 
the banks can work with ali liberty. 

* The Government has not taken steps 
for da foreign loan... In spite of our enor- 
inous éxpenses and lessened income we 
are covering our ordinary, expenses with- 
out suspenuing any pubiic services, /x- 
penses are reduced daily by means. of 
severe economy which is carried out 
all Government branches.. ‘the * Min- 
‘ister of War is working with great ac- 
tivity and in-a short ume the expenses 
of the-army will be reduced to normal. 
Nhe wovecnment is reorganizing all busi- 
ness.so that soldiers-when dischatged 
will quickiy find an ocvupation. . ‘Phe 
Government is giving thousands of sol- 
wiers land,. agricultural implements and 
seeds with tue object of iessening the 
expenses of the army . and increasing 
agricuitural @ oduction,"’ 

Speaking ci the railways, General Al- 
varado said the conuitivon of the rail- 
ways could be described as entering a 
new period: of reorganization and econ- 


omy,

Samuel Strauber, 17, a clothing cutter, 
of 426 East Ninth Street, Manhattan, 
and his cousin, Max Dilljg, of 2,204 Mer- 
maid Avenue, Coney Island, were bath- 
ing at the Whitney Baths, at the foot of 
West Twenty-ninth Street; Coney. Isl- 
and. yesterday afternoon! when the at- 
tention .of the crowds on the beach was 
attracted by the cries of a young Wwo- 
man who had swum out beyond her 
depth, ‘about. a huhdred feet from. the 
shore. The cousins started to the assist- 
unce of the girl, but as they plunged into 
the: heavy seas young Strauber, who 
‘was a good swimmer, cautioned Dillig, 
who. was’ not, to stay behind and let 
him bring the young woman. back. to 
land. 

The crowds who had sought the sea- 
shore for ‘relief from, the. oppressive 
heut surged close to the water's edge 
and shouted encouragement to the 
‘swimmer as he made his way out to 
the young woman. It was a hard 
swim, due to the heavy surf, but Strau- 
ber soon reached her and ‘started back 
toward the beach with her. 

As they headed: back toward shore 
the two swimmers were almost lost at 
times in the trough of the sea, but it 
Was apparent that the young. womun had 
again taken courage from the presence 
of her rescuer and was battling bravely 
to keep herself afiout. 

The witnesses of the valiant fight of 
the two swimmers cheered themselves 
hdarse as they watched the rescue, and 


when it was seen that the young man 
had loosened his grip on the: young law}, 
who was able to make her way to shal- 
low water. As soon as she reached the 
beach the young woman was lost in the 
crowds and most of those. who had seen 
the rescue returned to their play. 

But some who had remained to greet 
the rescuer, and whose attention had 
been diverted trom him as they watched 
the girl.come ashore, looked for him in 
vain. His cousin searched the crowds 
without. finding: a trace of him, and 


when he stiil failed to appear within the 
next tew minutes tnuve ewalung him 
became alarmeu tor mas safety.
